Last year the registration was '21#,’ 
showing an increase of 28.3 per cent, 
over 1916. The total number was 
made up from the following groups: 
Government Service, 99; Teaching/ 53; 
Students G. W. U„ 24; students from 
other schools, 11; miscellaneous, 26. 

No examinations or Certificates are 
required for admission to the Summer 
School, but no student will be allowed 
to take any except an elementary 
course until he has given evidence 
satisfactory to the Instructor con- 
cerned or the Director that he is qual- 
ified to pursue the course to advan- 
tage. Work satisfactorily completed 
in the Summer School will be accred- 
ited toward a degree at George Wash- 
ington University on the same basis 
as work completed during the regular 
session, but in no cases will a student 
be credited with more than four 
courses completed in the Summer 
School period. 

The tuition has not been raised but 
is $5.00 & semester hour as it was last 
year, with a registration fee of $1.00.
